THREAT TO ROME 

Regarding the approach of bat- 
tle toward Rome, the Pope noted 
that “the threat of air raids on 
districts not beyond the outer parts 
of Rome has given way in fact to 
conduct. that shows greater re- 
gard,” and added: 

“We nourish ‘the hope that this 
more equitable and moderate 
trend will prevail. . and that the 
Eternal City in every eventuality 
and at all costs, may be saved 
from becoming a theater of war.” 

Regarding the position of the 
Pope, Pius declared: 

“Between Christ and Peter (the 
first Pope) there reigns . . . a mys- 
teriously but eminently real bond 
which was effected once in time 
but which draws it roots from the 
eternal counsels of the Almighty. 

The Eternal Father had 
from all eternity predestined the 
fisherman of Bethsaida for his sin- 
gular office. And Christ himself 
only fulfilled the will of his Fa- 
ther when, promising and confer- 
ring the primacy, he used expres- 
sions which were to fix forever 
the uniqueness of Peter’s privi- 
leged position.

The battle for Rome approached 
its final sta_ s last night with the 
fall of Valmontone and Velletri, 
key fortresses of the Nazis’ Alban 
hills defense wall, to American 
troops of the powerfully rein- 
forced Fifth Army. 

After a week of fierce fighting 
on its outskirts, the Yanks crashed 
into Valmontone through the 'es- 
perate defc se of the Hermann 
Goering armored division and cut 
a three-mile stretch of the Via 
Casilina. east of the town. This 
heightened the plight of the bat- 
tered German 10th Army retreat- 
ing. from the Hitler line, though 
the Nazis still had several second- 
ary escape roads open to them. 

Velletri, nine miles southwest of 
Valmontone, fell after two days 
of bitter street fighting. Its Ger- 
man garrison already had been 
cut o? from retreat by American 
troops who scaled the mountains 
behind Velletri on Tuesday night 
and now are sivgging forward in 
full sight of Rome.

The trustees of the 
college previously had voted their 
approval by asking Emory to take 
the institution over. 


TO TAKE EMORY’S NAME 


Under the merger, the dental 
college will be known as the Em- 
ory University School of Dentistry 
(the Atlanta-Southern Dental Col- 
lege).” When the transfe. is ef- 
fected, the officers and faculty of 
the dental. college will become 
members of the staff and faculty 
of Emory University. The present 
members of the dental college 
board of trustees will become 
members of an advisory board on 
the operation of the school as t di- 
vision of Emory. 

All assets of the school will be 
transferred to Emory free of in- 
debtedness, it was announced, and 
the institution’s resources will be 
used and conserved by the uni- 
versity solely for the purpose of 
promoting dental education. Spe 
cial provision will be made for the 
continuance of the L. Hill 
Jr. memorial clinic for children in 
accordance with the will of the 
late Dr. DeLos L. Hill and the 
wishes of Mrs. Hill. 

The Atlanta Southern Dental 
College, at the corner of Forest 
avenue and Courtland street, is 
one of Atlanta’s older educational 
institutions.

On Victorious Allies 
Depend ‘Peace H opes 


Firmness, but not vindictiveness, must be the 
attitude of the victorious Allies toward defeated 
oe i Germany, if the peace of Europe and the future 
bier 2 peace of the world is to be maintained, accord - 
ing to the report of a group of prominent Protestant leaders after 

an independent study of Europe in the postwar era, with particular 
reference to Germany. 

This group is headed by Dr. John C. Bennett, professor of 
Christian theology and ethics at Union Thelogical Seminary, and 
includes in its membership such men as Dr. R. H. Edwin Espy, 
executive secretary, student division, national council of the Y. M. 
C. A.; Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, minister of the Riverside church; 
Professor William Ernest Hocking, of Harvard University; Dr. 
Arnold Wolfers, professor of international relations, Yale, and many 

others of like caliber. 

There are certain steps which must be taken in regard to Ger- 
many if the recurrent menace of Prussian militarism is to be re- 
moved from the world. The menace of Nazism and of militarism 
must be ended. That is inescapable. 

However, it would be too dangerous to the proper economic 
stability of Europe as a whole to impose tremendous reparations 

ayments, covering a long period of years, on a defeated Germany. 
That would only aggravate the psychology of war among the Ger- 
man people and so intensify their sense of inferiority that they 
would gradually, as a nation, progress toward a state mass insanity 
which could only result in new outbreaks of force and blood lust. 


AID IN REBUILDING However, Germany must be forced to 


disgorge the loot she has stolen from 
the occupied countries and she should also be forced to aid, through 
mass labor and the contribution of material, in rebuilding what she 
has destroyed. a 

As to punishment of those who bear the main responsibility for 
such atrocious crimes as the mass slaughter of people in the occu- 
pied countries and the deliberate, systematic extermination of Jews, 
that they must be tried and punished is an “elementary demand 
of justice,” stated the group. 

At the same time, it is conceded there is no conceivable punish- 
ment adequate for many of the crimes committed. 

However, warning against the danger of world debauchery 
which could easily follow a long continued program of mass execu- 
tions, by the Allies, of all those guilty of participation in such 
crimes, the group advises limiting punishment to those bearing the 
central responsibility, and not attempting to extend it to the sol- 
diers who are implicated just because they obeyed the orders of 
their commanders. ! 

Conceding, though, that every man who has had a hand in the 
atrocious acts must be tainted with the blood perversion, it is sug- 
gested that some form of temporary segregation for these meré

11,000 Still 
Idle Over U. S. 


By The Associated Press. 

Street. car and bus operators 
whose two-day strike had crippled 
transportation in St. Louis have 
decided to resume their work, but 
a dozen other labor disputes re- 
main unsettled and 11, men 
and women are idle. 

The St. Louis strikers voted yes- 
terday to return to their jobs after 
Paul Nachtman, regional director 
of the War Labor Board, urged 
them to submit their controversy 
over interpretation of overtime 
pay provisions to the WLB. Draft 
board chairman there had ordered 
reelassificaton of the strikers. The 
walkout involved 3,500 men, but 
600,000 residents of the city were 
affected by the tieup of trolleys 
and buses. 

A survey showed 11,000 off duty 
in the east, midwest and south, 
while indications were that vir- 
tually all the workers in the Pa- 
cific northwest lumber industry 
would be back at their tasks Mon- 
day in response to calls from CIO 
and AFL leaders. 

Mayor John T. Connors, of East 
St. Louis, III., succeeded in ob- 
taining at least a temporary set- 
tlement of a strike there of 200 
bus line employes, attributed to 
an argument between a mechanic 
and a supervisor. The men re- 
turned to work pending further 
negotiations today. 

Eight hundred production work- 
ers idled at the Illinois ordnance 
plant in Carbondale, III., after 60 
truck drivers refused to haul ex- 
plosives to one of the main load 
lines. Captain Loren Mebine, the 
commandant, reported a sufficient 
number of drivers were provided 
to fill important orders for over-

The officer said the walk- 
out of AFL unionists apparently 
was caused by a disagreement 
over work assignments.

2. The commission could revoke 
the licenses of those who break 
the code by “departing from the 
path of decency and fair play in 
attacks upon those who do not 
have an equal opportunity to 
answer.”
